in the Fall of I763 again passed 
thru Cumberland Gap and spent 
the season in hun<4ng on theCuni- 
bcrlaod river, tte oext year. 
I764, was made on Rockcastle 
river, not fnr from the Crab Or 
chard. (The town of Ciab Orch- 
ard took its name from the innu- 
acmUe tUekote or orchards of

In June 1766 a party of five per 
sons passt thru Cumberland Gap.
